LIGHTNING  BEAN 

This  grand  variety  ot  bush  bean  was  introduced  by  me  as  “the 
quickest  bean  on  record  from  planting  to  the  table,”  a reputation  it 
has  maintained  for- over  twenty-five  years.  Lovers  of  green  beans, 
either  string  or  shelled,  can  hasten  the  season  by  planting  the 
Lightning.  Only  a few  days  from  blossoming  the  fiist  pods  are 
ready  for  the  table,  very  tender  and  rich  flavored.  But  they  keep 
right  on  growing,  and  in  a few  days  more  the  pods  have  toughened, 
and  are  soon  fit  for  shelling.  Planted  side  by  side  with  other  varie- 
ties, the  Lightning  is  invariably  hrst  to  come  into  bearing. 

Owing  to  the  ddstruction  of  nearly  my  entire  crop  of  igig^  I had  a 
scant  seed  stock  last  year ^ and  my  this  year'' s sttpply  is  limited,  2 rices 
while  it  lasts:  2^tr  qt.  ^i;  pint  pp  c.j  half -pc.  jo  c.;  pkt.

GOLDEN  EYED  WAX  BEAN 

Although  not,  like  all  the  other  varieties  here  listed,  one  of  my 
original  intuiductions,  it  is.  one  on  which  1 specialized.  The  dried 
bean  might  easily  be  mistaken  for  the  common  yellow-eye,  but  the 
pods  start  in  as  a true  while  wax  variety,  almost  absolutely  rust 
proof.  Very. brittle  and  tender.  When  the  pods  toughen,  the  shelled 
Leans  are  excellent,  and  the  dry  beans  are  fine  baked.
